IN  A  NEWS 


TWO  GARLAND  BANKS 
ISSUE  NATIONAL  NOTES

Carrollton,  Texas 


Garland,  Texas  is  a  suburb  of  Dallas 
that  is  located  in  the  northeast 
corner  of  Dallas  County.  Today  it  is 
the  second  largest  city,  behind  Dal¬ 
las,  in  the  county. 

There  were  two  national  banks 
chartered  in  Garland  that  issued 
national  bank  notes.  There  was  also 
another  national  bank  in  town  that 
elected  not  to  issue  notes  and  a  state 
bank.  This  article  is  about  the  na¬ 
tional  banks  that  did  issue  notes. 

The  Citizen's  National  Bank  was 
chartered  in  February  1904  with 
charter  number  7140  and  capital  of 
$50,000.  CNB's  motto  was  “Confi¬ 
dence  Never  Betrayed."  This  bank 
issued  $5,  $10  and  $20  Third  Char¬ 
ter  Red  Seals;  $5,  $10  and  $20  Third 
Charter  Date  Back  Blue  Seals  and 
$5,  $10  and  $20  Plain  Back  Blue 
Seals.  On  June  16,  1919  the  bank 
changed  its  title  to  The  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Garland.  The  bank 
voluntarily  liquidated  itself  on  Jan¬ 
uary  20,  1931  and  it  was  absorbed 
by  The  State  National  Bank  of  Gar¬ 
land.  The  First  National  Bank  is¬ 
sued  $5,  $10  and  $20  Third  Charter 
Plain  Back  Blue  Seals  and  $5,  $10 
and  $20  Series  1929  Type  I  small 
size  national  bank  notes.  The  total 
amount  issued  for  circulation  was 
$976,640.  The  amount  outstanding 
at  closing  was  $8,310  in  large  size 
notes  and  $35,200  in  small  size  notes. 

The  National  Bank  of  Garland 
was  chartered  in  November  1905 


with  charter  number  7989  and  a 
capital  of  $50,000.  This  bank  issued 
$5,  $10  and  $20  Third  Charter  Red 
Seals  and  the  same  denominations 
in  Third  Charter  Date  Blue  Seals. 

The  bank  changed  its  title  to  The 
State  National  Bank  of  Garland  on 
January  23,  1913.  Under  this  title 
the  bank  issued  $5,  $10  and  $20 
Third  Charter  Date  Back  Blue 
Seals,  in  Plain  Back  Blue  Seals;  and 
Series  1929  Type  I  and  Type  II 
small  size  notes.  This  was  the  bank 
that  absorbed  The  First  National 
Bank.  The  total  amount  of  circula¬ 
tion  issued  was  #2,016,690.  The 
amount  outstanding  in  July  1935, 
when  the  national  bank  note  pro¬ 
gram  was  discontinued,  was  $2,650 
in  large  size  notes  and  $93,750  in 
small  size.  The  bank  still  stands 
with  the  outside  remaining  un¬ 
changed,  but  it  is  now  a  sandwich 
shop. 

One  of  the  biggest  stories  ever 
reported  in  the  “Garland  News" 
was  in  the  April  2,  1927  issue  which 
reported  the  bank  robbery  of  The 
First  National  on  April  I  (April 
Fool’s  Day). 

A  lone  bandit  walked  into  the 
bank  which  was  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  town  square.  He 
jammed  a  gun  into  cashier  W.  C. 
Jamison’s  ribs  and  demanded  all  of 
the  money.  Jamison  handed  over 
almost  $5,000.  The  robber  only 
wanted  notes  and  did  not  want 
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silver  coin. 

The  robber  locked  Jamison,  Mrs. 
Oscar  Morrison  and  another  man  in 
the  vault.  The  bandit  then  left  the 
bank,  got  into  his  car  and  drove 
west  out  of  town,  J.  L.  Ford  showed 
up  at  the  hank  a  little  later  but  did 
not  find  anybody,  so  he  notified  the 
police. 

The  robber  overturned  his  vehicle 
during  his  getaway,  he  was  arrest¬ 
ed,  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to 
life.  He  did  not  serve  a  full  sentence. 
His  name  was  R.  R.  Carter. 

It  was  also  reported  that  since  it 
was  April  1,  several  people  earlier 
had  walked  into  the  bank  and  had 
said,  'This  is  a  bank  robbery!”  and 


the  bank  officers  had  always  taken 
it  for  an  April  Fool's  Day  joke,  until 
it  actually  happened. 

The  bank  president,  L.  L.  Cald¬ 
well,  was  at  home  eating  lunch  dur¬ 
ing  the  robbery  and  was  notified 
over  the  phone.  He,  too,  thought  it 
was  another  April  Fool’s  Day  joke 
and  finished  his  lunch,  not  thinking 
twice  about  it.  He  arrived  later  at 
the  bank  and  found  out  it  was  no 
joke!

TNA  HISTORICAL  HIGHLIGHTS 


The  Texas  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation  is  celebrating  ils  27th  anni¬ 
versary  this  year  —  1987!  We’ve  come 
a  long  way  since  the  37  enthusiastic 
Texas  numismatists  gathered  for 
the  first  meeting  to  the  now  nearly 
1 ,400  paid  up  membership  we  are  so 
proud  of. 

On  January  10.  1960,  the  37  Texas 
coin  collectors  met  in  Fort  Lavaca, 
Texas  to  organize  the  Texas  Num¬ 
ismatic  Association.  This  move¬ 
ment  was  spearheaded  by  the  Cor¬ 
pus  Christi  Club  after  several  years’ 
groundwork  done  by  many  Texans 
scattered  over  the  state. 

The  first  draft  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  as  prepared  by  the 
late  Lamar  Folda,  was  adopted.  Joe 
B  Davis  was  named  the  first  presi¬ 
dent;  Carlton  Brush.  Vice  President; 


and  Augusta  Folda,  secretary- 
treasurer. 

Two  organizational  meetings 
were  held  in  Austin.  February  I960,, 
with  the  Austin  Coin  Club  as  host, 
and  in  San  Antonio,  March  1960,  as 
guests  of  the  San  Antonio  Coin 
Club.  At  the  March  meeting,  the 
association  culminated  action  to 
incorporate  under  the  Texas  laws 
and  also  became  member  #36980  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation.  TNA  is  also  #400  of  Num¬ 
ismatics  International. 

The  state  is  divided  into  17  geo¬ 
graphical  districts  and  a  governor 
is  elected  from  each  district  who 
serves  as  a  member  of  the  govern¬ 
ing  board.  Member  clubs  select  a 
representative  who.  with  the  aid  of 
the  governor,  serves  as  liaison  be¬ 
tween  clubs,  district  anti  TNA.

ENCASED  STAMPS 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
between  the  states  all  of  our  frac¬ 
tional  silver  money  disappeared. 
Postage  stamps  immediately  found 
favor.  Because  of  the  sticky  back,  J. 
Gault  patented  a  round  metal  frame 
with  mica  front  and  solid  back  in 
which  a  stamp  of  any  denomination 
could  be  placed  and  a  firm's  adver¬ 
tisement  on  the  reverse.  This  is  a 
very  interesting  series  to  collect. 


Henry  W.  Foster,  82,  died  Febru¬ 
ary  8  at  his  residence  in  Kingsville. 
Foster  was  a  member  of  TNA,  ANA,

Currency”  was 
given  by  Frank 
Clark  at  the  Gar¬ 
land  Coin  Club 
meeting.  Frank 
told  members  that 
the  notes  were  is¬ 
sued  in  Hawaii 
and  North  Africa. 

The  Hawaii  is¬ 
sues  had  brown  seals  and  brown 
serial  numbers  while  the  North 
Africa  issues  had  yellow  seals  and 
blue  serial  numbers. 

The  notes  were  first  issued  on 
June  8,  1942  in  the  Territory  of 
Hawaii,  and  Midway,  Johnston  and 
Palmyra  Islands  as  a  precautionary 
measure  in  the  event  of  a  possible 
invasion  by  the  Japanese.  After  Au¬ 
gust  15,  1942,  no  other  U.S.  curren¬ 
cy  could  be  held  or  used  in  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  or  the  islands  without  special 
license.  The  restriction  was  removed 
in  1944. 


The  North  Africa  issues  were 
issued  in  1942  at  the  request  of  the 
War  Department  for  use  in  North 
Africa  and  Sicily.  After  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  troops  leaving  Europe 
for  the  Pacific  Theater  were  paid 
with  these  notes. 


At  the  next  meeting,  Kurt  McEna- 
ney  was  in  charge  of  the  program 
and  he  highlighted  information 
taken  from  U.S  Mint  Reports. 
Among  the  items  was  that  the  mint 
continued  to  strike  1964  dated  silver 
coins  through  1967  to  ensure  an  ade¬ 
quate  supply  coinage  as  President 
Lyndon  Johnson  declared  that  sil¬ 
ver  coins  would  not  disappear  from 
circulation.  He  also  noted  that  per 
the  Report  that  it  was  against  the 
law  to  borrow  money  on  coins  and 
that  violation  of  this  law  could 
result  in  stiff  penalties.

GUN  METAL  COINS 

Gun  metal  coins  were  struck  in 
Mexico  in  1859  by  order  of  the  Con¬ 
servative  government.  The  liberal 
General  Santos  Degollado  had  re¬ 
cruited  troops  in  Morelia  with 
which  he  hoped  to  attack  Mexico 
City.  He  made  camp  near  Tacubaya 
on  March  22,  1859  but  he  was  at¬ 
tacked  and  beaten  on  April  11  by 
the  conservative  General  Leonardo 
Marquez.  Degollado  lost  all  his.  ar¬ 
tillery  of  31  guns.  There  were  many 
dead  and  he  lost  more  than  200 
prisoners.  As  there  was  a  shortage 
of  copper  coins,  the  government  or¬ 
dered  them  to  be  made  out  of  the 
metal  of  the  31  guns.

The  Mercury  dime  minted  from 
1916  to  1945  carries  a  fasces  on  the 
reverse.  The  fasces  —  an  ax  in  a 
bundle  of  rods  —  is  an  old  Roman 
symbol.
